ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Woodstock School Board: 


My fifth annual report here presented contains the 
usual statistical tables and discussions of school ad- 
ministration that directly concern you and should be 
of interest to all people of Woodstock. 


When the school calendar for the ensuing year is 
published among other statistics many people fail to 
find it and are uncertain about dates of opening and 
closing of school and days when no school sessions are 
expected. To remove that difficulty the 1948-1949 cal- 
endar is presented with explanations at the beginning 
of this report. 


A recent ruling from the office of the Commissioner 
of Education makes a school year of at least 180 days 
mandatory. That requirement necessitates a year of 
88 weeks without much flexibility if schools are to 
close near the middle of June. The calendar follows:

be made up in Saturday sessions immediately following 
the lost sessions. 


From time to time, questions are asked about our 
testing program and the uses we make of the informa- 
tion obtained from those tests. An annual test of 
mental ability is given in grades one and four. A dif- 
ferent test is used for each grade. Achievement tests 
are given at approximately the middle of each year. 
The results of the mental tests are not used definitely 
to label a child as slow, bright or superior. They are 
used as a general guide for teachers who try to meet 
individual needs of children and they also enable us to 
determine whether a given child is working up to the 
limit of his indicated capacity. The results of achieve- 
ment tests enable us to determine what parts of a pu- 
pil’s work need more attention and at what points we 
can give the most help. The tests used are sufficiently 
well standardized to give a very accurate picture of ac- 
complishment at any period during the school year. 
A second achievement test is given later in the year 
to those pupils who showed marked deficiencies on the 
first one for the purpose of determining how much im- 
provement has been made and how effective have been 
the measures we adopted for help. The results of 
achievement tests and the actual daily work done by 
pupils are the two determining factors in decisions 
about promotions. My experience has shown me that 
promotion for those pupils about whose future success 
there may be a reasonable doubt is not a kindness or a 
help to them. In every case the Supt. and the teacher 
make every effort to reach a decision which will be 
for the ultimate good of the pupil. 


Woodstock teachers in conjunction with elementary 
teachers in all other towns in this Union, with the 
exception of Plymouth, are at work on the develop- 
ment of a program of Conservation teaching. The par- 
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ticular phase of conservation we are considering is that 
of Conservation of Forest Products. In this undertak- 
ing we have an opportunity to do some valuable pioneer 
work which ought to benefit the State as a whole and 
particularly our children in this town. 


Woodstock voters seemed to indicate clearly that 
they want to maintain their high school even though 
the district meeting reached two contradictory conclu- 
sions. However, even though authorization was first 
given the School Board to take statutory steps to dis- 
continue the high school, the final provision of funds 
over and above those requested to improve and expand 
high school services left little room for doubt as to 
public preference. Acting on that interpretation, the 
high school program was extensively revised and a 
corps of competent teachers were placed under contract 
for the present year. 


We believe that Woodstock pupils are receiving ev- 
ery advantage that is reasonable to expect in a small 
high school. The program is not as flexible as could 
be offered in large schools but it is designed to give 
training that will qualify graduates to assume a 
worthy place either in higher institutions of learning 
or in adult life. The per capita cost is and always will 
be rather high as compared with state-wide experience. 
It cannot be otherwise since many of our fixed and 
necessary charges would remain practically unchanged, 
if we had double our present high school membership. 


Extensive changes in our teaching staff at the be- 
ginning of the year might well have created very diffi- 
cult situations which fortunately were almost entirely 
lacking. The efficient operation of our high school is a 
tribute to the zeal and ability of those who were em- 
ployed as instructors. A turn-over of fifty per cent in 
business personnel in a single year would be extremely 
hazardous. Our high school turn-over was one hun- 
dred per cent while that in the school department as a 
whole was five out of eight. 

At the time this report is written the approximate 
amount of State Aid that may be expected.in Decem- 
ber, 1948, has not been announced but it seems reason- 
able to assume that it will be very near the amount 
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which was received in 1947. The primary purpose of 
increased State Aid is not tax reduction but an expan- 
sion and improvement of educational opportunity with- 
in the district which received that aid. The use of 
1947 State Aid money in accordance with the true pur- 
pose for which it is granted, steady improvement in 
our schools can be realized without undue financial 
burden to the town. 


Trying situations in our schools have arisen during 
the past year. Throughout those experiences the co- 
operation of the Woodstock school board and their 
sincere and conscientious efforts to give their children 
the best possible advantages have been deeply appre- 
ciated.
